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This is a decision on the petition, filed October 18, 2004, to correct inventorship under 37 CFR 
1 .48(a). It is noted that the applicant has met the requirements of (i) a petition including 
statements from James H. Zweng who is being added as an inventor, that the error in 
inventorship occurred without deceptive intention on his part; (ii) an oath or declaration by 
the actual inventor as required by 37 CFR 1 .63 (Note 37 CFR 1 .67(a)(2)); (iii) the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(i);and (iv) the written consent of the assignee under 37 CFR 3.73(b). See 
Papers of October 1 8, 2004.
